PEKING AND TIENTSIN, 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 


follows :— 

In the Peking Gazette of the 27th January the Governor of 
Kirin reports the extirpation of a band of “ gold-hunters,” who 
had been troubling the region between Ninguta and Sansing. 
The district in question lies to the north-west of the Siao-pe 
mountains—Ninguta being situated in the hills at the head of 
the Houriha river, and Sansing in the plains near the junction 
of that river with the Soongari. Little or nothing can be 

thered as to the merits of the case from the present document. 

ference is made toa previous (apparently unpublished) memo- 
rial, reporting the tranquillisation of Ninguta, which would per- 
haps have thrown some light on the matter. Gold-hunting seems 
hardly a very serious offence in itself ; but the remarkable an- 
tipathy of Chinese officials to mining may extend even to gold 
washing. The real motive in either case would be the same—a 
dread of any gathering of men, from a sense of their own weak- 
ness to control them. Whether the gold-hunters of Kirin had 
committed a more serious offence than trying to collect the 
mineral wealth their streams bear down, we are left to guess. 
Whatever their doings, Brigadier Shéng-an’s career of massacre 
— to have effectually stopped them, by exterminating the 
doers. 

A memorial in the Gazette of the 29th Jan. throws some more 
light on the Taichow outbreak. The memorialist is one of the 
licensed salt-merchants who sometimes make fortunes, and are 
sometimes ruined, by farming the monopoly in certain districts, 
In the present case he seems to have come considerably to grief, 
and he attributes the whole affair to a conspiracy to oust him 
from his post. It is somewhat remarkable, in that case, that 
the conspirators should have thought it worth while, and 
have had sufficient influence, to excite a whole district 
for so small an end. What the petitioner's object may 
be in putting the case in this light, and abusing the whole 
body of officials, does not readily appear. The riot seems 
to have really been one of the uprisings that occur not unfre- 
quently in Chekeang, against the extravagant exactions of the 
salt monopoly. We have described more than one such in former 

ears, and have pointed out more than once, in former articles, 

ow extravagantly the price of salt is enhanced by these 
imposts on its passage inland. It is all right so long as the 
people will submit, but the mandarins are sufficiently aware of 
the real state of things not to care, probably, about pushing 
matters too hard if they rise. Some such explanation may ac- 
count for {the slowness in taking his part, which the memo- 
rialist complains of, 

The Gazette contains a decree from the Imperial Regents—the 
Empresses Dowager—with reference to the prayer of the Prince 
of Chun (the father of the new Emperor), to be allowed to re- 
tire from public life. It has been decided, after due deliberation 
on the subject by the other Imperial Princes, the Dukes, the 
Ministers of State, the six Boards, and the nine King, that the 
Prince shall be allowed to do so, and that he shall, in considera- 
tion of his past able services to the State, receive yearly a double 
monetary allowance. The posts he held had been given to other 
high officials, The Prince of Pih—Pih-wang or Pih-yen-no-mo-

0o—(the son Of the 1amvUs wtV~en] General Sang-ko-lin-sang)— 
has received the appointment of the cummand-in-chief of the 
foreign drilled and armed Manchow Legiva (known to the 
Chinese by the name of the Shin-ke-ying) stationed at the 
nesr the metropolis. The Prince of Chun was formerly 
the Commander-in-Chief of this corps. Prince Pih stood in 
high favour with the late ag Sa and when his Majesty 
went to the Western Tombs last spring rode by his side 
both on going and on coming back. The Princes of Tun, Kung, 
and Foo, all uncles of the late and also of the present Emperor, 
are exempted from performing the kow-tow on certain occasions 
at Court. Also there is an edict making known and publishin, 
that his Majesty (whose name is Tsae-tien, but whom we wil 
in future, as has been the custom in China when designating the 
sovereigns, speak of by the name of his reign, namely, K wang- 
seu) will ascend the throne early in the morning of the 25t 
day of February, the Chinese 20th day of the lst Moon of the 
lst year of Kwang-seu. 
- On the 26th Jan. we learnt that his Excellency Li Hung- 
chang would, immediately after the closing of the seals of the 
Paouting-yamens for the New Year holidays on the 27th, leave 
Paouting for Peking. It has been surmised amongst the 
Chinese that Li has been called to the capital by the Imperial 
Regents, to remain at Court as one of the advisers to the Crown, 
by which is meant, I suppose, that his Excellency will become 
one of the members of the Cabinet at Court. We have received 
at Tientsin copies of the Peking ('azettes, but in none of them do 
we find mention of any change having been made in the post of 
Governor-General of this province. If Li Hung-chang becomes 
stationed at Peking, as a member of the Privy Council, he will 
cease to be Governor-General. Ching Lin (formerly Customs’ 
Taoutai at the port of Newchwang) has been promoted to be 
Vice-President of the Board of Works ; and Tih Chun (formerly 
Superintendent of the Imperial Arsenal at Tientsin, is promoted 
to be Vice-President of the Colonial-office, vce Ching Lin, 
promoted as above. : 

At Tientsin all is quiet. The river is still hard frozen. Wild 
geese have been seen flying north, but the thermometer still 
stands at 9 Fahrenheit. It would seem, therefore, that the 
C.M.S.N. steamer Leehong, which has left Shanghai for the 
north, is starting full early. 


SHANGHAT. :; 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
February ; the P. and O. mail from London Jan. 8 was received 
on the 23rd February. The following summary is from the 
North China Herald :— 


The minutes of a meeting of Treaty Consuls held on the 12th 
Feb. cover a variety of subjects.—The action which had been 
taken in regard to the interference of Tepaos with Municipal 
Contractors has already become known, trhough the reports of the 
Council.—The misgivings of the Taovtai at the proposed erection 
of a slaughter-house near Sinza have been similarly made 
known.—A letter from certain members of the pilotage service, 
asking that the number of pilots for the port be reduced to 
twenty-five, was held over for discussion with the Harbour 
Master.—A letter from the Taoutai, representing that accidents 
had occurred to native boats through running against buoys and 
ships’ booms, &c., in the dark, and suggesting that these should 
be lighted, was similarly referred.—Residents on the Bund will 
congratulate themselves that the several Admirals commanding 
on this station have agreed to discontinue firing salutes in the 
River.—The Taoutai has thanked the Consuls and Commanders 
of vessels-of-war in harbour for half-masting their flags in re- 
spect to the memory of the late Emperor.—The Municipal Coun- 
cil having complained of the inadequacy of the system of punish- 
ments at the Mixed Court, and the lack of power of the Court, 
it was decided to ask Messrs. Yates, Haas, and Davenport to re- 

ort on the question.—We are told that the Mixed Court and 

olice Station jails between them will not hold more than twenty 
to thirty poner at one time; so that, when the police one 
morning brought in a batch of twenty thieves charged with 
loitering to commit a felony, there was no means of imprisoning 
them, and they had to be beaten and let go. Would not the re- 
establishment of the chain-gang be advisable ? 

It would seem that some danger of misunderstanding has 
arisen between the French and English Municipal Councils on 
the subject of Yang-king-pang bridges. We must say that the 
tone of the French Councils letter of the lst February seems to 
us uncalled for by anything that is before us. It may be hoped, 
however, that Mr. Purdon’s very temperate and conciliatory 
reply will remove any misapprehension, and revive the good 
feeling which has always prevailed between the two bodies.— 
The Council adhere to their decision not to halve the wheel- 
barrow license fees with the French Council, so it appears likely 
that these vehicles will have to pay twice.—It is gratifying to 
learn that the project of defining the river boundaries 
has not been forgotten. We hope a line will be decided 
on before any new wharf is conceived.—A letter has been ad- 
dressed to the Treaty Consuls about the increase of crime in the 
settlement, and the re-establishment of the chain-gang is advo- 
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cated. We were always in favour of that punishment, and 
strongly depeecated its abandonment. It is no doubt also very 
desirable, as posted out by the Council, that the Mixed Court 
should be given fuller agwers, The subject is an important one, 
and we shall look with interast for the Consuls’ reply.—It is pro- 
posed to alter the financial year, making it end on the 3lst De- 
cember. This will be convenient, 1f only because the present 
arrangemeat always causes the ratepayers’ meeting to clash with 
the Races. 

The fifth of the series of winter lectures, under the arrange- 
ment of the Shanghai Temperance Society, has been given by Dr, 
Macgowan, in the banquet room of the Masonic Hall. Under the 
title of ‘Recent Researches in Physical Sciencies and the Arts,” 


the lecturer discursively mentioned a variety of subjects, ranging 
from astronomy to the use of the spade in war, illustrating two 
of them with little experiments. There was but a limited 
audience. 

We hear that negotiations are going on for transferring the 
Hongkew Wharf to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., on 
terms which commend themselves as advantageous for share- 
holders. The basis of negotiation are said to be roughly as 
follow :—Messrs. Jardine, Matheson are willing to take the 
wharf premises on lease, guaranteeing 10 per cent. on the paid- 
up capital; a reserve fund to be formed out of any surplus 
profits of working, after this dividend has been paid and all 
charges and commissions have been met ; a consulting committee 
to be formed on behalf of the shareholders, somewhat on the 
same principle as in the Hong Kony Fire Insurance Company. 
The majority of shareholders seem to view the arrangement 
favourably. There can be no doubt the wharf property is very 
valuable ; and the company was, before the unfortunate rivalry 
arose between it and its neighbours, one of the best local invest- 
ments. The proposed amalgamation would overcome this weak- 
ness, and restore its earning power, so that there would be a 
good prospect of the anticipated reserve fund accruing ; while 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson’s guarantee cannot fail, in the mean- 
time, to be satisfactory to shareholders. 

The Paper Hunt Handicap, with which the season is always 
wound up, is announced to be contested on the 6th March. We 
hear that there is some idea in the Paper Hunt Club of getting 
out a few couples of drag hounds, as likely to give a more ex- 
citing run than a paper trail. 

We notice that a Chinese Post-office for the Yang-tsze ports 
has been opened in Tientsin-road. At least, so says a sign hang 
out in the neighbourhood of the Chinese “ Exchange Pin that 
street. 

The Mixed Court has been closed, consequent upon mourning 
ceremonials in connection with the late Emperor’s demise, and in 
consequence of the ascension of the throne by the new Emperor. 
The 25th Feb. was observed as a day of festivity among the 
native officials. 

The 22nd February was the anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington, and the American ships in harbour were gaily 
dressed with bunting in commemoration of it. 

Captain Alexander Buller, R.N., appointed to succeed Captain 
Thomson in the command of H.M.S. dfodeste, has arrived, and has 
assumed the command. 

From Keelung we learn that a gentleman named Tyzak had 
arrived at that port to inspect the coal mines in the vicinity, on 
behalf of the Chinese Government, with a view to the introduc- 
tion of steam and machinery as used in foreign mines. 

Captain J. J. Smith, of the brigantine Empress of China, re- 
ports that during the passage from Swan River to this port, 
while he was becalmed off the Island of Lord North, about 
thirty large sailing outrigger canoes, containing from eight to 
twelve men each, made towards the ship. A breeze sprang up, 
and Captain Smith deemed it advisable to run to leeward, in 
order to get clear of the boats, which chased him until dark. 
The nearest boat was within two miles of the ship, and with a 
telescope it could be discerned that the occupants were armed 
with bows and arrows. 

A serious accident has occurred on board the steamer Benledi, 
while discharging cargo at Hunt’s Wharf. A fireman named 
William Gemmel overbalanced himself, and fell head first into 
the main hold from the deck, striking his head upon the tuunel 
casing. When picked up he was insensible, and was at once 
pl aced upon a chair and conveyed to the hospital. 

A strange story as to an alleged illegal seizure of opium and 
assault by likin runners has been told to the police by a foreigner 
residing in the neighbourhood of Smith’s-market. He stated that 
about half-past ten o’clock p.m. he was riding in a jin-rick-sha, 
having four balls of opium in a bag, upon which he had paid 
duty, and which he was conveying to the house of the Chinese 
purchaser. He had arrived at the Canton-road, when he was 
stopped by several men who said they were likin runnera. They 
demanded possession of the opium, and because he would not 
give it up, they dragged both him and it out of the vehicle, and 
after beating him severely ran off with the drug. They also 
took a volunteer’s sword-bayonet he was wearing at the time. A 
number of people congrezated at the spot, but did not render him 
any assistance. The foreigner added that he was so beaten as 
to be scarcely able to walk home.

neither had any seized opium been taken to the Guild. We give 
the statement for what it is worth; up tu the present time there is 
no corroboration of it. 

A few days since a Chinese thief made a clever attempt at 
robbery at the store of Messrs. Watson and Co., drapers, Nan- 
king road. He was observed waiting about, with a chit-book in 
his hand, from which the end of a chit apparently protruded, 
ayd his presence therefore excited no suspicion. Being, however, 
\2rwards seen carrying a roll of flannel from the tailoring de- 
partment worth $9, and to deposit it behind a screen on the pre- 
mises, he was of course followed, and in the same place was 
found a roll of cloth, value $50, both being conveniently placed 
for removal either by himsclf or a confederate outside. He was 
taken to the Central Police Station, where on examination it was 
discovered that the chit-book was one which had been missing 
from a foreign hong for exactly twelve months, the last entry 
being dated Feb. 1874. How the thief became possessed of it is 
not known. The case was proved against him at the Mixed 
Court, and a sentence of 200 blows and a month’s cangue passed 
upon him, 

A few days ago’ a Chinese dealer in jade stone ornaments, 
rings, and bangles went into a lodging-house at Soochow for a 
night’s rest. During the night his box was stolen, and inquiry 
led to the discovery that it had been placed on board a boat and 
sent down the creek to Shanghai. A native constable was de- 
tached on the look out, and succeeded in capturing the thief and 
recovering the box, which was worth $150. He was afterwards 
brought up at the Mixed Court, sentenced to 200 blows with the 
bamboo, and to be remitted to the Chehsien of Soochow for fur- 
ther punishment. 

A great improvement on the building formerly used for the 
British Post-office is the new one recently erected in the Peking- 
road by the Colonial Government of ong Kong. The new 
erection is at once convenient and a creditable ornament to 
the Peking-road. Below is'a large and convenient sorting room, 
with a private office for the postmaster ; while above, the build- 
ing is divided into two, for the accommodation of the postmaster 
and his assistants. A wide and ample verandah facing the 
Peking-road, with boldly rusticated arches, affords considerable 
accommodation for the public, while the different windows are 
plainly labelled so as to save the time both of the public and of 
those engaged within. The upper story has also a deep veran- 
dah, divided by pilasters standing on a stone eg above which 
a bold cornice crowns the edifice. The work has been carried 
out from the designs and under the superintendence of Mr. 
Boyce, of H.M. Office of Works. 

e remains of Mr. J. W. Oliver, late store issuer at the Naval 
Yard, Pootung, were interred on the 16th Feb., at the New 
Cemetery, with military honours. The corpse was conveyed 
from the General Hospital to the cemetery on a gun-carriage, 
covered with the Union Jack, and drawn by seamen from 
H.M.S. dfodeste, a strong party from H.MLS. Lingdove follow- 
ing, and a number of officers closing the rear. There was, how- 
ever, no band. The funeral service was read by the Rev. J. 
Llewellyn, chaplain of the Jfodeste, and a firing party of marines 
from the same ship paid the final tribute of respect to the me- 
mory of the deceased by firing three volleys over the grave. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes that this riot is still not set- 
tled. The people, it will be remembered, rose in protest against 
the excessive taxation they were subjected to, and our corre 
spondent says they are still encamped in large numbers on the 
hills, setting the authorities at defiance. 


The Courier supplies the following items of news :— 


The case of P. da Silva v. Lane, Crawford and Co., has been 
heard at the Supreme Court before Sir Edmund Hornby. 


The action was instituted by the plaintiff, as the official liquidator 
of the estate of Loureiro and Co., for the recovery of a sum of money, 
being part balance of the proceeds of the sale of a mortgaged pro- 
perty, of which defendants were mortgagees. The property was under 
a bill of sale to the defendants for Tls. 4,500, and realised Tls. 5,C00. 
The defendants, on the sale of the security, recouped themselves of 
their debt, and with the payment of certain expenses, and an item at 
the request of the Portuguese Consul, the balance in the defendant's 
hands was reduced to Tls. 250. Mr. Hannen, in opening the proceedings, 
referred to what might be a point in the case. Some objection might 
be raised to the jurisdiction of the Court over the case. No doubt the 
deed of mortgage was the criterion as to the law ruling in the matter, 
but as that instrument had been satisfied and laid aside, the difficulty 
of its interference had ended by the parties reverting to their 
original position, and since both had appeared in Court, the score of 
jurisdiction need not stand in the way of the case being proceeded with. 
‘He believed that the facts, with the exception of a minor one, viz., the 
guarantee made by the defendants to the Portuguese Consul that they 
would return to him all sums over and above the mortgage debt 
alleged by the plaintiff, were agreed to. Some discussion followed,— 
when his Lordship inquired if it was not true that the real point at 
issue between the parties was whether the defendants were entitled or 
no“ to charge commission for the sale by them of the mortgaged pro- 

Ky ? It was agreed to rest the case on the question stated. Mr. 
4nen then quoted several authorities conclusively against a trustee 


—a mortgagee being in the same position—crediting himself with any 
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bursement of actual expenses. 

Judgment was entered for the plaintiff with $50 costs. 

At the Mixed Court, before Chen and Mr. A. Davenport, four 
amblers were brought up by the police, for pursuing their 
avourite pastime in the Wuhu-road. All were known, but one 

in particular was a noted professional, who has been in the habit 
of enticing passcrs-by in the streets to play with him. He was 
sentenced to 200 blows and three months’ cangue ; the others 
each to 100 blows and one month’s cangue. 

It is stated that the band of Hunan troops, who have been 
staying at Wong-doo for the greater part of a year, are about to 
be moved to a new camp, td be formed close to the city, between 
the south and west gates. The number of these troops is uncer- 
tain; accounts vary between 3,000 and 5,000 men. From what 
we have known of Hunan soldiery in former times we are in- 
clined to fear that they may prove troublesome neighbours. 

To-day (the 25th Feb.) has been fixed on as the day on which 
the young Emperor is to ascend the throne. This fact has, we 
believe, been notified by the Taoutai to the various Consuls. The 
native officials have been ordered to treat the occasion as one of 
festivity and rejoicing, to appear in full dress, and to abandon 
the mourning blue ink of their seals for vermilion. The men-of- 
war, we notice, are in holiday attire, 





FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 


from the Foochow Ierald of the 25th February:— 


It is reported that the local government have offered to assist 
the Great Northern Telegraph Company in recovering the stolen 
roperty referred to in our last issue. This intelligence is satis- 
actory to say the least, but would not the virtuous expounders 
of Confucian morality have done better had they prevented or re- 
frained from inciting “the people” to perpetrate an illegality 
with which they had not the courage or manliness to identify 
themselves? We think there can be but one answer, and that 
will not redound to the shady character of mandarindom. The 
whole affair will, we understand, be referred to the Danish Mi- 
nister at Peking, and we trust that his Excellency will be full 
supported by the other foreign Ministers—all of whom should, 
if they have the interest of their nationals at heart, assist in ob- 
taining a settlement of the company’s claims, 

We understand that the native authorities contemplate dredg- 
ing the river between Lim Poo and the Arsenal, and that Ca 
tain Farrow is engaged in making a preliminary survey. It is 
to be hoped that the local Government will, in its own interest, 
carry out this desirable and much needed improvement. 

The French Admiral arrived on the 19th Feb. in his flag ship, 
and anchored outside Sharp Peak. A Chinese corvette was 
sent off to meet his Excellency and convey him to Pagoda An- 
chorage, where he became the guest of M. Giquel. 

We are informed that Mr. Betts, of the Provincial Arsenal, 
has been recently employed in reconnoitring the lower banks of 
the river—with a view to the erection’‘of forts. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 4th March ; 


the French mail from London Jan. 15 was received on the 28th 
Feb., and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 22 arrived out 
on the Ist March. The following items of intelligence are from 
the Overland Trade Report :— 


The shareholders of the China Traders’ Insurance Company 
Limited, have held their ninth ordinary general meeting. The 
Chairman, before proposing the adoption of the report and 
accounts, stated that ripe 2 the business of the Company had 
been on a larger scale than during the previous year the worki 
had, iin to the disastrous typhoon of September last, by which 
they had lost $130,000, not proved so satisfactory. After some 
discussion, the report and accounts were passed, and the auditors 
and out-going committee-men re-elected. 

The fifth annual ordinary meeting of the shareholders of the 
Victoria Fire Insurance Company of Hong Kong, Limited, has 
been held. The Chairman remarked that there was a falling off 
in the premia for the past year, but this was attributable to the 
bad state of trade generally. The report and accounts were 
unanimously agreed to, and the business of electing directors and 
auditors was proceeded with. 

At the sixth ordinary yearly meeting of the shareholders of 
the China Fire Insurance Company, the business, which was of a 
routine character, was transacted without comment, and the re- 
port, which was very satisfactory, was passed nem. dis. 

The flower show, the races, and the annual meetings of public 
companies have engrossed public attention during the past fort- 
night. There is a great dearth of other news. The annual 
flower show was held in the public gardens on the 19th and 20th 
February, and was, taken altogether, an improvement on that of 
last year. The attendance on both days was quite up to the 
average. The band of the 80th Regiment was in attendance, 

The annual races commenced on the 25th February, and wer 
brought to a conclusion on the lst March. They were fairl 
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attended, although the weather during part of the time was un- 
favourable, and the different events were contested with spirit. 
An extra prize, the Coast Cup, for all beaten ponies was given 
this year, and run for on the last day. 

The annual report of the Captain Superintendent of Police 
shows a satisfactory decrease of crime in the colony. The Cap- 
tain Superintendent refers at some length to the Spark piracy, 
and complains of the difficulty experienced in getting testimony 
in the case, and puts it down to the indifference of the passen- 

ers. He near that since the cessation of the emigration of 
hinese coolies from Macao the number of cases of kidnapping 
of that class has greatly diminished. 

We have been informed by Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co. 
that the total amount subscribed by the European community 
for the relief of the families of those who were lost in the dfon- 
gol was $2,154.50, and of that sum $2,136.50 was remitted on a 
sight bill on London for £438 18s. 10d. to the London office of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, to be held 
by them to the order of Mr. C. A. Fearon, Secretary of the New 
York, London, and China Steamship Company, who will distri- 
bute the amount. The balance of $18 will be remitted in the 
same way. The sum of $25 hasalso been received from Chinese 
subscribers, and this amount will be handed over to the families 
of the two Chinese sailors who perished. 

From the annual report on the state of the Government schools 
submitted by Mr. Stewart we learn that the total number of 
scholars taught in the schools subject to government supervision 
was 2,563, giving an increase of 283 over the previous year. 
This increase was not confined to one class of school, but was 
general throughout. In the Government schools, properly so- 
called, there was an increase of 93, and in the schools which re- 
ceive grants-in-aid there was an increase of 190. Several of the 
school-houses were demolished during the typhoon of September 
last, which had also weakened the foundations of the Central 
School, the extension of which had not, in consequence of that 
disastrous visitation, yet been commenced. The study of geo- 
graphy had been introduced in the village schools, but at present 
it was limited to that of China. It is also in contemplation to 
introduce arithmetic. The question of a training school for 
teachers is a difficult one, and the time is scarcely ripe for the 
adjoining province. The report is generally satisfactory, ‘and 
throws much light on the excellent system pursued under Mr. 
Stewart’s able superintendence. 

Her Britannic Majesty's ship Audacious, flag-ship of the 
China squadron, arrived on the 2nd March, and was received 
with the usual salutes. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 11th 
March ; the French mail from Loudon, Jan. 29, arrived out on 
the lst March, and the following P. and O. mail of Feb. 5 was re. 


ceived on the 6th March. We take the following items of intelli- 
gence from the Straits Times :-— 


Sir Andrew Clarke returned on the 4th March in H.MSS. 
Charybdis from Siam, where his negotiations between the 
Supreme and Second Kings had been crowned with success, 
the latter having, before Sir Andrew Clarke’s departure, been 
persuaded to leave the British Consulate, where he had taken 
refuge, and return to his palace divested of the right to have any 
troops save a limited number within his own palace. Sir Andrew 
Clarke accomplished his difficult task entirely by means of pri- 
vate interviews, and his successful intermediation at a time 
when, owing to the violence of party feeling, civil war was 
threatened, proves how fitting was his selection for the delicate 
duty entrusted to him. 

Hardly had Sir Andrew Clarke returned to the colony before 
the community were surprised to learn that be had been ordered 
by telegram to proceed to India without delay, to take up the 
duties of his new appointment. On learning this the Chamber 
of Commerce held a meeting, at which it was resolved to des- 
patch a telegram to the Straits Association in London, asking 
their influence with the India and Colonial-offices to procure a 
postponement of his departure, representing that the welfare of 
the ay States and the prosperity of the colony might be 
seriously affected unless he were allowed to confer personally 
with his successor and explain to him the present condition of 
affairs. It is unfortunate for the colony that we are soon to lose 
a Governor who has done so much towards restoring peace and 
order in the Malay States ; at a time, too, when only the initial 
steps have been taken towards carrying out the policy he has 
conceived ; and it will be still more unfortunate should he be 
compelled to leave before placing Sir William Jervois is a posi- 
tion to continue without interruption the work so well be 

The inquest on the body of Capt. Digby H. Dent, lately 
Superintendent of Prisons, was concluded on the 26th Feb., the 
jury returning a verdict of wilful murder against fourteen 
Chinese prisoners identified as having taken an active part in 
the mutiny, with others unknown. The prisoners are now un- 
der examination before the Police Magistrate. The inquest on 
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the bodies of the prisoners who were killed during the mutiny 
or subsequently died of their wounds, is still in progress. The 
three convicts who escaped have not yet been recaptured. 

The inefficiency of our quarantine arrangements have been 
again prominently bronght to notice during the fortnight, in the 
case of the stenmer 7’om Morton, which arrived here on the 3rd 
March, from Jeddah, with about 700 pilgrims on buard, Small- 
pox having manifested itself among the passengers, the vessel 
was ordered into quarantine by a Government medical officer, 
three sick people being by his instructions put astern in a boat, 
but for more than thirty hours afterwards neither medical officer 
nor medicines were sent to the vessel, nor was there any provisi. 4 
for the patients at the quarantine station on St. John’s Island, 
where, though a lazaretto has been constructed, no staff is main- 
tained to make it available in any sudden emergency. The 
steamer Jeddah arrived shortly afterwards, with another large 
batch of pilgrims, among whom there had also been amall-pox, 
and she was also ordered into quarantine. Both vessels were re- 
leased on the 7th March, no further cases having occurred ; but 
the fact that there was neither medicine nor medica! attendance 
available for the sick patients for so long a timeafter the ship 
was sent into quarantine shows not only a laxity of common ne- 
cessary provision, but a want of humanity towards those who 
may arrive here suffering from disease. 

Owing to the long continued illness of Mr. Justice Woods, 
Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court, who, we regret to learn, is 
past recovery, the business of the summary Court has for some 
time been brought to a dead-lock, which has only been relieved 
to some extent by the Chief Justice working off the greater part 
of the Summary cases in arrear, of which we are told some 300 
had accumulated. Mr. J. D. Vaughan, of the Singapore Bar, 
formerly Police Magistrate, has accepted the Acting Puisne 
Judgeship, in view, we understand, of being permanently con- 
firmed in the appointment. The Hon. C. B. Plunket, formerly 
Police Mayistrate here, and afterwards Inspector-General of 
Police, will act in the room of Captain Shaw, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Malacca, who has gone home on leave of absence. 

An attack was recently made on the Chin Chin police station, 
near the Johole boundary, and within a few miles of the Chin- 
drass Gold Mine, by a gang of Malay robbers, who after wound- 
ing the corporal in charge, looted the village. The robbers are 
believed to be a number of bad characters who have been 
ordered by the Malay rulers of Rumbow and Sunghie Ujong to 
leave their territory, and unless ferreted out and brought to 
punishment will probably give further trouble to the r2sidents 
of the border districts. 

We learn that the Chinese Interpreter to the Registrar-Gene- 
ral has suddenly disappeared, while a warrant was being issued 
against him for bribery and corruption. It appears that the in- 
terpreter had made a lucrative arrangement with the brothel- 
‘keepers, by which, when they had new inmates to register, he 
compounded with them, whereby registration was not only 
avoided, but the new inmates escaped medical examination. In- 
spector Phillips got an inkling of this arrangement, and on going 
into a suspected house met with a determined resistance. The 
keeper was, however, arrested, and to save himself revealed the 
interpreter’s complicity. 

The patience and pee he of the Oriental Coal Company 
in endeavouring to develop the resources of their coal mine at 
Labuan seems at last on the eve of its reward. We are informed 
by the Agents hera that their manager reports having reached 
Seam No. 2 of the coal, which is 4 ft, 6 in. thick, at a depth from 
the surface of 590 feet,—the coal proving to be of excellent 

uality. In about six weeks more he expects to have reached 
the No. 4 seam, which lies at a further depth of about 48 feet, 
or about 640 feet from the surface. When this is effected, the 
rapid delivery of the coal will be commenced, as the miners will 
be able to work all four seama at once ; and as the deeper seams 
are of better quality than the upper ones, and the coal can be 
laid down cheaply in this market, it is probable a lively demand 
will soon spring up for it.

, »tton Goods, Grey Shirtings, T. Cloths and White Shirtings have been 
adily saleable at our quotations, but for Drills there has been no 
inquiry. T. L. Cambricks, White and Dyed Spots and Dyed Brocades 
have been in good demand. Metals: Iron has been neglected, and 
lead has not been much inquired after. We however hope to sce some 
business done in both these articles after the Chinese New Year. 
SHanaual.—For Shirtings there had been a moderate demand at 
hardening prices for the best goods.

White 
Shirtings of 52 to 60 reed had declined slightly; 64 to 72 reed remain- 
ing unaltered. Common T-Cloths, fur which there had been the most 
inquiry, were quoted 1 tu 2 candareens higher, the best qualities being 
comparatively neglected, and showed no change in value. Shipments 
of Cottons, in anticipation of the opening of the Northefn ports, had 
already been made ; several steamers being advertised to leave on the 
27th Feb. Woollens: Camlets were rather lower, Spanish Stripes un- 
changed in value, and the remaining quotations for Woollen goods had 
improved.

The deceased entered the Royal Marine 
Light Infantry in 1814, and retired as a colonel second commandant 
in 1857 with the rank of major-general, without having seen any active 
service beyond being present at the attack and destruction of a strong- 
hold of pirates in Borneo. His several commissions were dated :— 
Second lieut., 1814; first lieut., 1832; captain, 1841; major, 1849 ; 
lieut.-colonel, 1854 ; colonel, 1855 ; and major-general, 1857. 

General Sir William Codrington, G.C.B., from the 23rd Fusiliers, 
obtains transfer to the Colonelcy of the Coldstream Guards, vacant by 
the death of Field-Marshal Sir William Gomm, Lieutenant-General C. 
Crutchley, from the 80th Regiment, being allowed to reconnect him- 
self with the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, and Lieutenant-General Sir Richard 
Wilbraham, K.C.B., baing given the 80th. 

Instructions have been forwarded to Portsmouth from the Admiralty 
to select two naval pensioners to proceed to China, to take charge of 
the hospital ship at Hong Kong. The men will be styled “ shipkeepers,”’ 
and will receive, in addition to rations, pay at the rate of 7s. 2d. and 
5s. 1d. a day, respectively. A free passage will be found for them out 
and home. The adove rates are exclusive of pension. 

It is expected that Colonel C. B. P. N. H. Nugent, C.B., Royal En- 
gineers, will be appointed to the post of Deputy Director of Works 
for Fortifications, recently vacated by Colonel Sir W. F. D. Jervois, 
K.C.M.G., C.B., and that Lieutenant-Colonel Crossman, R.E., will re- 
oeive the appointment vacated by Colonel Nugent. 

Lieut. C. M. Watson, Royal Engineers, who left England some 
months ago for Egypt to join Colonel Gordon's expedition, has been 
invalided. Lieutenant Chippendall, the other officer in the employ of 
the Khedive, is still in Egypt. 

A survey of the Massawa Channel and harbour, and sume other

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, APRIL 7. 

A large number of Bills was carried by the Upper House before the 
members took recess, but the debates were of little interest. The 
most important subject of debate was the construction of railways in 
Java. Mr. Duymaer Van Twist objected to their being constructed on 
Government account. Mr. Hartsen asked what system the Minister in- 
tended to adopt, not only with regard to the money which was wanted, 
but also with reference tothe management. Mr. Pincoffs supported the 
Bill, the more because it showed that the Government did not intend 
to allow the construction of the lines to be undertaken by private per- 
sons. Mr. Van Voorthuysen spoke also in favour of the Bill, and de- 
monstrated that we were in duty bound to provide Java with rail- 
ways. The Minister of the Colonial Department made a very long 
speech in favour of his Bill. He declared himself to be a promoter of 
the construction of railways in Java, because he was convinced that 
the means of communication ought to be improved. The cost of con- 
struction by the State would not exceed the expenses of a private 
undertaking. It must not be forgotten that the State Treasury is 
well provided, whilst private persons would have to pay a high interest 
for raising money. The proposed line Sourabaya-Pasarouan-Malang 
would, the Minister stated, be a moat lucrative one, and might event- 
ually be extended to the harbour of Tjilatjap, whilst in the meanwhile 
measures would be taken for the construction of the Buitenzorg-Ban- 
dong line. It was impossible—said the Minister—to give the whole 
tracé of the proposed lines, as he had not yet obtained complete in- 
formation, but he was of opinion that the plan of Mr. Von Bosse 
would prove to be the best. Mr. Van Goltstein hoped that now the 
Chamber had under consideration a Bill to complete the railway sys- 
tem at home, the members would not object to provide for a want 
which has been felt for thirty-five yeara in Java. The result of the 
debate was, that tho Bill was unanimously approved of. Another sub- 
ject of discussion was the Fortress Bill; the Minister of the War De- 
pertment was as eloquent as ever in support of his measure. It was 
his firm intention, he said, to provide Holland with a good fortress sys- 
tem, and he produced a large sketch drawn to scale of the means of 
defence, by which our water-line would be protected. Within cight 
years the proposed fortresses could be completed, but more than thirty 
millions will be wanted for the purpose. Mr. Fransen Van de Putte 
endeavoured to obtain some information about the question whether 
the Minister would remain in office or not, but other members pro- 
tested against such a demand, which was, they said, most unconsti- 
tutional. General Weitzel thereupon declared that he was not quite pre- 
pared with a reply. The result was that the Bill was approved of bya 
large majority (twenty-five against six), It is said that General Weitzel 
wishes to resign his portfolio, but that the King and his colleagues both 
object. 

The Gids contains an article by General de Steurs defending the 
policy of General Van Swieten, who, according to the writer, is a man 
of great military talent. He is of opinion that those who blame the 
General do not know what it is to conduct a war in Java. Although the 
article is well written, I think it would be best toleave our old General 
in peace in his retirement. 

The steamer Lyecroa, bound for Batavia, left Nieuwediep a few days 
ago. She was, however, obliged to return, having sustained much 
damage ina storm. It is asserted that the steamer is too small for the 
service between Texel and Java, but I cannot guarantee the correct- 
ness of the statement. 

Upon good authority it is stated that the Government has under 
consideration a plan to alter the conditions of enrolment in the East 
India army, and to make them more favourmble. This measure is ne- 
cessary, because scarcely any recruits offer themselves for this service. 

Much astonishment has been created here by a report that Mr. 
Busken Huet has sold the Dugllad to Measrsa. Schrentelkamp and 
Groeneveld for a sum of f.60,000, and that he is about to start for 
Europe. 

“ Multatuli ’’ has married a second wife. He is becoming gradually 
more popular—certainly a most strange thing for an author who once 
wrote, “ public, I despise, I detest you.”

MARINE INSURANCE. 

The subjoined letter, signed “ Underwriter,” appears in The Times of 
the 10th inst.:—A paragraph upon insurance appears this day in your 
City article, which, although obscure to many of your readers, contains 
in fact, to those who are acquainted with the subject, the begging of 
the whole of a most important question in favour of one side, while 
the case of the other is, by implication, prejudged. The information 
has evidently been furnished you with the object of influencing the 
public mind in favour of the steamers of certain companies, and the 
question at issue is whether they are as safe for the conveyance of 
goods as those of the P. and O. Company. You have only to turn for 
an answer to the reports of the London insurance offices, from which 
you will see that losses have been simply ruinous. On the China route 
alone I may instance the Ulysses, Cunton, Hong Kong, Singapore, Drum- 
mond Castle, Gordon Castle, Don, and Parnassus, lost or stranded in the 
past four years, the claims in respect of their cargoes having probably 
been little, if at all, short of a million sterling; while the P. and O. 
Steam Navigation Company during that time and upon the same route 
have not lost a vessel. Comment is needless. 

The Times remarks upon the letter ay follows :—There is much force 
in the observations of “ Underwriter,” and probably many steamship 
owners have brought the higher rates at which their vessels are insured 
upon themselves by their own recklessness. At the same time, there 

is probably nothing which would cure that recklessness sooner than the 
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step proposed and announced by us yesterday, if the owners are really 
by that means to become their own insurers. If they are merely set- 
ting up a rival company with other people’s money, the result, in the 

resent state of marine insurance, will not unlikely be much less bene- 
Rial than the promoters of the movement anticipate. 








Mr. Danret Hansury.—The Gardener's Chronicle says :—Mr. Han- 
bury was one of those who raise their business and themselves toa higher 
level than that of mere money getting. Pharmacy to him was a means 
of serving, not only his own interest, but those of humanity and of 
knowledge. His original investigations into the nature and history of 
drugs and of the plants producing them were minutely accurate, and 
his record of them was as judiciously terse. Little was left doubtful, 
nothing, we may say, that it was within his power to clear up. At the 
same time not a word was wasted, not an irrelevant remark added. 
His magnum opus, the Pharmacographia, published in conjunction with 
Professor Fluckiger, of Strasburg, and quite lately noticed in our 
columns, amply justifies our remark. It is the work of no mere com- 
piler, but of one who brought judgment, penetration, and original re- 
search to bear on his self-imposed task. We mention this as his chief 
work, but the publications of the Pharmaceutical Society and of the 
Linnean Society, yield many evidences of his diligence and thorough- 
ness. He was not content to examine and study dried specimens of 
the plants producing various drugs, he cultivated them whenever he 
hai the opportunity. The garden of his brother (Mr. Thomas Hanbury, 
formerly of Shanghai) at La Mortola afforded him ample opportunity for 
indulging his gardening tastes, and for introducing to that genial cli- 
mate plants that cannot be cultivated hero in the open air. The gar- 
den at La Mortola is a veritable garden of acclimatisation, in which the 
most interesting, the most useful, and the most attractive of plants 
find a home. In the formation, stocking, and management of this gar- 
den Mr. Hanbury took the greatest interest. His catalogue of plants 
cultivated, and his notes on their progress, attest the zeal and devoted- 
ness he bestowed on furthering his brother’s plans of establishing a 
garden of interest as well as of beauty on the lovely shores of the 
Mediterranean. Mr. Hanbury was a Fellow of tho Royal Society, 
Treasurer of the Linnean Society, and a most active member of the 
Pharmaceutical Society. 

Bitts or Lapinc.—A deputation from the Bills of Lading Associa- 
tion has waited upon Sir Charles Adderley at the Board of Trade, for 
the purpose of protesting against the attempts of shipowners, and par- 
ticularly of steamship owners, to free themselves from responsibility 
to the owners of goods entrusted to them. The deputation was very 
numerously attended, and consisted of amongst others :—Messrs. B. 
Judkins, R. Hanson, Coventry, W. S. Keene, J. Watson, E. Magolier, 
Rodocanachi, A. Valicri, M. Phillips, G. Horne, jun., T. Usborne, Seth 
Taylor, John Walton, Edward Power, John Ansted, R. Witherby, 
Grossewith, Aste, Duck, Muggeridge, Woodley, A. Agelasto, Pandelli 
Ralli, M.P., and W. Nelson Smith, secretary. The deputation was in- 
troduced by Mr. Norwood, M.P.,and Mr. Keene, Mr. Hanson, Mr. 
Coventry, Mr. Watson, and Mr. Hubbard having addressed Sir C. 
Adderley on the clauses now inserted in bills of lading, especially that 
releasing shipowners from liability for acts of their servants, Sir C. 
Adderley expressed his concurrence in the views of the deputation as 
to the hardship, and said he would consider the question. 

According tothe North German Gazette, a satisfactory result has 
been attained by the negotiations carried on by the German Consul in 
Canton with the Chinese Governor General, with a view to the chastise- 
ment of the villages which took part in the plundering of the German 
barque Prince Bismark, and the indemnification of the parties in- 
terested in the ship and cargo. The indemnity money, which has to be 
paid by the places of which the plunderers are natives, has already, in 
part, been delivered, and the payment of the remainder within ten 
weeks is guaranteed by the Governor General. 

GALIGNANI reports that an extraordinary wedding has been cele- 
brated at the church of Saint-Leu, Paris. The letters of invitation 
were thus worded :—“ Madame Elizabeth Ly-Tcheou-Chi, widow, has 
the honour of announcing to you the marriage of her son, M. Francois 
Ly-Hong-Fang, called Chao-Pce, with Madlle. Elisa Laurent.” The 
bridegroom is nominally professor of Chinese at the International 
Association of Teachers. Not very long ago he was a compositor in 
the French National Printing-office. 

By a decree of the President of the FrenchjRepublic, dated 2nd April, 
M. Ravel, councillor-auditor at the Court of Appeal of Saigon, since the 
2nd February last, is appointed Councillor at the Court of Appeal of 
Pondichery. M. Léon Ropert, councillor-auditor at the Court of Ap- 
peal of Cayenne, in French Guiana, is appointed in the same capacity 
at the Court of Appeal of Saigon, in place of M. Ravel. 

THE Academy announces that the Mikado has applied to the painter 
Ugolini to execute full-length portraits of all the Sovereigns in Europe, 
as well as that of himself and his wife. They are to decorate his resi- 
dence at Takeo, and, if these portraits are successful, it is the intention 
of the Mikado to found a school of Italian painting in Japan. 

A pictionary of the Thai or Siamese language, published at the ex- 
serge of the French Government, has just issued from the National 
rinting-office in Paris. Its author is Father J. B. Pallegoix, Apos- 
tolic Vicar in Siam. 

On the 8th inst. Messrs. Scott and Co., Greenock, launched a hand- 
some screw steamer for Mr. Holt, Liverpool, which will be engined by 
the Greenock Foundry Company. She was named Stentor, and will 
be employed in the China trade. 

THE Eastern and Australian Company's steamer Singapore arrived 
at Brisbane from Singapore on the 27th ult., one day early, with the 
London mail of the 5th of February.

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MATERIAL PROGRESS IN JAPAN. 

WE congratulate the Japanese Government on two re- 
solutions which it has recently come to, viz., to respect the 
liberty of the native press, and to remove (for ever, it is 
to be hoped) the prohibition on the export of rice. With 
regard to the former, we learn from the Japan Mail that a 
representation having been made to the authorities depre- 
cating the freedom with which the native newspapers dis- 
cuss the acts of the Government, the latter has stated in 
explicit terms that the laws regulating the Press are quite 
sufficient to prevent any abuse of the freedom of discussion 
which has been conceded, and “that men must learn to 
decide for themselves whether comments are good or bad.” 
The Government, our contemporary observes, thus appears 
desirous of encouraging the growth of political thought and 
discussion among the people, and to give perfect freedom 
to the Press. In arriving at this conclusion, the Japanese 
Government has acted most wisely, and it will assuredly 
find that the native Press, which is gradually making its 
way in the Empire, will prove a most valuable coadjutor in 
elevating the people by means of the educational influences 
which it must necessarily exercise, and by which the 
numerous schools and colleges, now instituted in all parts 
of the country, will be enabled to perform their work more 
effectually. Tu appreciate properly the new career on 
which they have entered, somewhat too precipitately, per- 
haps, and the responsibilities entailed upon them by it, the 
Japanese require a vast amount of educational training, and 
not merely training such as they can obtain at the schools and 
colleges, but in addition, such as will be insensibly instilled 
into their minds by means of a tolerably unfettered press. 
And even with all these powerfulinfluences at work amongst 
them, we fancy that Mr. WATSON was quite right when, 
in reviewing the Japanese educational system a short time 
back, he stated that a sufficient length of time must be 
allowed for at least one freshly-educated generation to arise 
before any radical, general, and lasting change may be ex- 
pected to take place in the ideas and habits of the mass 
of the people A ReEvuTER’S telegram, dated Nagasaki, 
March 28th, informs us that the prohibition against the 
exportation of rice has been removed. This prohibition 
as regards the foreign export trade in rice was originally 
imposed by the regulations for the conduct of trade, 
attached to the old Treaty of 1858, and though it has be- 
fore now been occasionally and temporarily suspended, the 
relaxation has, we believe, generally been confined to 
business done on Government account. Now, however, 
we hope that the prohibition has been withdrawn abso- 
lutely and unreservedly, not only at Nagasaki, but also at 
Yokohama and the other ports open to foreign trade. If 
such should prove to be the case, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will have taken the best possible course for develop- 
ing the somewhat limited resources of the Empire. It 
was but the other day that, in writing of the Commercial 
Prospects of Japan, we strenuously advocated the adoption 
of this very measure, pointing out that the cultivation of 
rice is the most promising field of industry in the country, 
and that, owing to the maintenance of the prohibition 
against its export, large districts, well suited to the growth 
of every variety of the grain, have hitherto remained un- 
tilled and turned to no account at all. Let us hope that, 
if the Japanese Government will only keep to an enlight- 
ened and liberal policy in this es le the present state of 
things may soon be completely changed, and that before 
long Japan may take a high place among the grain-export- 
ing countries of the world. 





NATIVE NEWSPAPERS. 

THOSE who have taken an interest in the various 
Chinese newspapers which have of late years been pub- 
lished in Shanghai and Hong Kong, and especially those 
who have had any opportunity of knowing what oe on 


behind the scenes, and how such publications are ordinarily 
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conducted, must have long foreseen a point at which some 
rather unpleasant difficulties were likely to occur. This 
point, we observe by last mail’s papers, has. in one in- 
stance, been reached, the foreign manager of the Wai Tau, 
a Chinese newspaper published at Shanghai, having had 
to appear as defendant in a libel action brought against 
him by Fanc-TsIAnG-CHE, a Chinese resident at that 
place. The paper had published an advertisement, and 
had given out that the gentleman in question had been 
dismissed “for certain reasons ”"—a Chinese euphemism 
implying certain improper reasons—from the employ of 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, and 
not being able to substantiate the statement, it was 
cast in damages. The amount awarded was merely 
nominal, as no special damage was shown to have 
resulted from the improper publication, but the case 
may be taken as a warning to those who are engaged in 
the very hazardous occupation of publishing Chinese news- 
papers on their own responsibility. It is, as a rule, im. 
possible to command the services of a foreigner sufficiently 
versed in Chinese to be able to read through what goes 
into the paper, and accordingly this important duty has 
to be entrusted to a native, who may often, for reasons of 
his own, admit of the insertion of articles and comments 
such as no European editor would for a single moment 
think of passing. The Chinese are very prone to rush 
into print concerning disagreements which they cannot 
settle in the ways ordinarily resorted to by them, and, 
unless a very vigilant eye be kept upon them, are certain 
to run close to the limits which separate legitimate com- 
ment from libel, and are liable upon frequent occasions to 
exceed it. It would certainly be advisable, to avoid undue 
risk, to let the responsibility for any such dereliction fall 
upon a native competent editor or printer, and have the 
fact duly announced, so as to avoid the possibility of 
actions which might arise in the same way as that under 
notice. 


WE understand that Sir WILLIAM HACKETT, the Chief 
Justice of Penang, has been appointed by Her MaJEsty’s 
Government to proceed to Fiji for the purpose of organis- 
ing the administration of justice in this newly-acquired 
dependency of the British Crown. Sir WILLIAM HACKETT 
has, we believe, been specially selected by Lord CARNAR- 
von for this responsible duty. 


WE understand that Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY, Governor 
of Hong Kong, has been granted leave, and left that port 
by the French mail steamer on March 11 for England. 
The Colonial Secretary, Mr. GARDINER AUSTIN, has as- 
sumed the administration of the government, under the 
provision of Article XI. of the charter of Hong Kong. 


A MOVEMENT has been set in motion by the Rev. E. 
CARPENTER and others, to collect a fund for the erection 
of a memorial window in the College Chapel, Brighton, as 
a tribute to the memory of the lamented Mr. A. R. 
MARGARY, of the China Consular Service. 


IT is stated that the Japanese Government has expressed 
to the British and French Governments the satisfaction 
felt at the withdrawal from Yokohama of the Royal 
Marine battalion and the French troops which have been 
stationed there for some years. 


Tue Rev. HERBERT MAUNDRELL, of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society’s Mission at Madagascar, has been ap- 
pointed to Japan. The Rev. J. E. MAHoop died on his 
passage home from Foochow on board the French mail 
steamer. 


THE appointment of Colonel Sir WILLIAM FRANCIS 
DRUMMOND JERVOIS, R.E., K.C.M.G., C.B., to be Governor 
of the Straits Settlements, appears in the Gazette of the 9th 
inst. 


WE are informed that no appointment has yet been 
made to the post of Bishop of Colombo, vacant by the 
resignation of Bishop JERMYN. 


of 
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STRAITS OFFICES AND OFFICE CONTINGENCIES. 

WE are glad to observe that public attention in the 
Straits Settlements has at last been aroused to the multi- 
plication of offices, and the waste—we might use a stronger 
term—of the public money in salaries, travelling allowances, 
and office contingencies, which have now assumed extra- 
ordinary proportions. Sir W. JERVoIS will do himself 
honour and the colony a great service if he takes these 
matters resolutely in hand when he assumes the govern- 
ment of Singapore. Those who have watched the deve- 
lopment of the Colonial system in the Straits Settlements 
since the transfer from India, are familiar with the process 
of office-making, which began almost as soon as the tamous 
schemes for building a gubernatorial palace and for pur- 
chasing steamers. In 1869, Colonel MACPHERSON, who 
ra as Resident Councillor, had long and efficiently 
discharged the combined duties of Colonial Secretary and 
Treasurer in Indian days, was voted to be in need of an 
Assistant, though he had been relieved of the Treasury at 
the time of the transfer; and so Sir H. ORD created an 
Assistant Secretaryship, and put his private secretary into 
full possession of its emoluments, in addition to the two 
other posts which he already filled. This arrangement, it 
is true, ended in a reprimand and a refund, which showed 
for once that there were limits to the patience of the 
Colonial-office. But the mischief had been done. Though 
the Governor and his Secretary had an unpleasant quar- 
ter of an hour to pass, the office of Assistant Colonial 
Secretary remained, and remains still, a burden, and a 
useless burden, on the Colony. Again, before leaving the 
Straits, Sir H. ORD found that the Colony needed a suit- 
able officer for licensing brothels ; so this decent berth was 
created, with the modest salary of $350 a month, or nearly 
£800 sterling a year, and again the private secretary was 
put into it. Again Lord KIMBERLEY interfered, and de- 
clined to sanction the selection ; but again the office was 
left standing, with a reduced salary, it is true, and it was 
conferred on another person. 

Let us take a third case. There was a Surveyor, formerly, 
in the Straits ; and before the Settlements had been sur- 
veyed and mapped, the office was of some importance. 
But all this was accomplished before the Colony was trans- 
ferred to Downing-street ; and there can have been little 
measuring and map-making since the lst of April, 1867. 
However this may be, Sir H. Orb, three or four years ago, 
pensioned off the Surveyor-General, and cumulated his 
duties on the Colonial Engineer, whose salary was duly 
raised. This arrangement was accepted by the Colonial- 
office ; but what fallowed ? It was quickly discovered that 
the combined duties were too much for one man, so, two 
engineer officers were added to the department, to assist 
in the surveying and engineering ; and even a third office 
was created to relieve the Engineer from the task of super 
intending the convict establishments ! 

A recent number of the Straits Times furnishes another 
specimen of the same sort of thing. The Attorney-Gene- 
ral had a salary of £1,000 a year. He thought it suitable 
to receive a further one of a thousand dollars from the 
opium farmers of Singapore, and as much more from the 
Maharajah of Johore, under the name of “retainers,” 
To call them “retainers,” however, was to give them a 
professional air, to which they had no pretension; it 
could deceive nobody ; and when it is borne in mind that 
one of the so-called clients was a Government contractor, 
and the other a native chief, whose paramount policy it is 
to maintain himself in the good graces of the Government 
of which the recipient was an important adviser, it is not 
surprising that such pensions were very decidedly con- 
demned by the public. The opium farmers’ annuity was 
known, and its propriety questioned in the Legislative 
Council, some time ago ; but it was defended and sanctioned 
by Sir Harry ORD, and by him only. The Maharajah’s has 
only recently come to light. Now these payments, we repeat, 
have nothing to say to legal practice. No work was done 
or expected for them. Who ever heard of Government 
contractors or foreign States ‘‘retaining,” with heavy an- 


ing would be simply impossible. The farmer and 


‘the native chief of Johore did not live in chronic dread 
of civil and criminal proceedings in the Queen’s Courts ; 
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but both had a lively sense of the importance of having 
friends in the Executive Council to secure the ear of the 
English Governor ; and nobody doubts that the Attorney- 
General would never have been pensioned by them, if he 
had not been a member of the Executive Council. 


Now, how is this subject dealt with on behalf of the pub- 
lic interests? Is it authoritatively declared that annui- 
ties from Native Chiefs and Government contractors are 
incompatible with a seat in the Executive Council, and a 
disqualification for the Attorney-Generalship ? We learn 
only that the payments are to be given up, and that it is in 
contemplation to add £500 a year to the Attorney-General’s 
salary! We learn at the same time that the official duties 
of the Attorney-General are so onerous, that in addition to 
this increase of 50 per cent. to his salary, he is to have an 
assistant at £750 per annum, to do the best part of his 
work for him. These specimens must suffice for the pre- 
sent. Want of space prevents us from entering upon the 
uncalled for increase of the judicial establishment ; that 
absurd school inspectorship which makes the fortune of an 
English official in travelling expenses for inspecting little 
Malays in reading and writing Malay ; or that audit office 
which wars so strenuously with small clerks and small 
cents, but seems utterly inefficient as a practical check 
or obstacle on financial doings of greater importance. 
Unless rumour much misrepresents the truth, more 
than one office might be pointed out as created or raised 
in emolument to shelve incompetency, or gratify favour- 
itism. Such is the way so much colonial money is 
muddled away; such the methods by which the cost of 
“establishments,” which was already $441,000 in 1868, 
has now risen to $617,000, or nearly half the revenue 
of the Colony. If there was increased efficiency in 
return, the extravagance would not be grudged, for 
efficiency is more important than economy. But the re- 
verse is the case; and the reason is plain. In Indian 
times, men were expected to do their duty, and did it ; 
now, high and low, there is one continuous struggle to 
shuffle off work and responsibility on others ;.and hence 
an incredible amount of referring, minute writing, and red- 
tapism of all kinds, making work and supplying the pre- 
text for more clerks and more salaries and allowances. The 
travelling allowances have been growing from $7,000 in 
1868 to $15,000. They are a source of so much corrup- 
tion and dishonesty that, for the sake of the Service, not 
less than of the Colony, they ought to be totally abolished. 
A return of the sums paid monthly to every official since 
the Ist of April, 1867, to the present time, would throw 
curious light on the manner in which some favoured offi- 
cials have added to their salaries, though it would tee 
record all the evening drives and shooting parties for whic 
the Colony has so often and so handsomely paid. The ex- 
ample of the higher officials is contagious. The clerk, who 
sees how his chief’s salary is swelled by such “ contingen- 
cies,” takes to devising similar claims for the augmentation 
of his own inferior salary ; and he knows that his inge- 
nuity will not be condemned, when he has the example of 
his superiors to cite in its defence. 


The Augean stable has still to be cleansed ; let us hope 
that Sir W. JERVOIS will prove himself the much-needed 
Hercules for the task. We are aware that the whole sub- 
ject has been referred to a local commission ; but experience 
has inspired the public with anything but confidence in 
such bodies. With the greatest respect for the individuals 
who compose them, we must plainly say that no good has 
yet come, in the Straits, from their collective labours. 
The official element in them has but too generally some 
scheme, all ready cut and dry; while the unofficial are 
wanting in familiarity with the matter in hand, and at best 
capable of giving but little attention to it, owing to their 
own more pressing personal affairs. If a commission be 
necessary, let it be composed of men unconnected with the 
Colony, and, if possible also, unconnected with the Colo- 
nial-office. Having no personal views of their own to 
serve, and no private feelings for or against this or that 
official, they would perform their duties without fear, hope, 
or favour. If Sir W. JERVOIS should find a commission 
needful, we trust that Lord CARNARVON will send one or 
two gentlemen of high character and capacity from home 
to conduct the requisite investigation. 
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THE DISPUTE IN THE TEA TRADE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I understand the weight note question is settled by the 
iving in of importers, which is undoubtedly a great victory for 
lenlers, and if further proofs were wanting in conducting tea 
business in China, the coming season thus affords a striking in- 
stance of necessity in buying at prices to admit of holding in 
case of other combinations by dealers. Unless operations are 
carried on with some regard to the altered state of thie trade, 
Tea must go through the same disastrous ordeal that has taken 
place in silk within the aps three years ; for there is no reason 
to doubt the Chinese will send to the shipping ports larger sup- 
plies than ever, owing to the magnificent profits realised on first 
crop leafs the past few seasons. It is stated dealers will enter 
more largely than hitherto into importing. I doubt this, the 
dealers’ branch of the trade being far too profitable for such 
rashness as embarking in the import department. The letters 
in The Times, brought about by your article of 23rd ult., have 
caused great interest, and it is to be hoped the suggestions 
thrown out will lead to the sale of original packages direct to 
the consumer, and create a new field of competition ; that there 

is good scope few will deny.—I am, &c., MINCING-LANE. 





EXTERRITORIALITY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—I have read with much interest the article which ap- 
peared in your paper of April 2, with reference to the important 
question of exterritoriality in China and the unexpected view 
which has been recently expressed by Sir Edmund Hornby upon 
the meaning of the 17th clause of the Tientsin Treaty. I entirely 
agree with the general tenor of your remarks, and think that addi- 
tional weight will be given to the position which you have taken, 
by quoting in your paper the two clauses of the Treaty, namely, 
the 15th and 16th, which, as you point out, immediately precede 
the clause (17) which has been construed in so unexpected a 
manner by the Chief Judge of the Supreme Court at Shanghai. 
These clauses run as follows :— 

Art. XV. All questions in regard to rights, whether of property or 
person, arising between British subjects, shall be subject to the juris- 
diction of the British authorities. 

Art. XVI. Chinese subjects, who may be guilty of any criminal act 
towards British subjects, shall be arrested and punished by the Chinese 
authorities according to the laws of China. British subjects who may 
commit any crime in China shall be tried and punished by the Consul 
or other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the laws of 
Great Britain. Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered 
on both sides. 

You will observe that the above clauses distinctly recognise 
that British subjects are exterritorialised in China; and such 
being the case, it would seem impossible to conclude that in the 
17th clause, immediately following, this principle has been aban- 
doned, The 17th clause is as follows :— 

Art. XVII. A British subject having reason to complain of a Chinese 
must proceed to the Consulate and state his grievance. The Consul 
will inquire into the merits of the case and do his utmost to urrange it 
amicably. In like manner, if a Chinese have reason to complain of a 
British subject, the Consul shall no less listen to his complaint and 
endeavour to settle it in a friendly manner. If disputes take place of 
such a nature that the Consul cannot atrange them amicably, then he 
shall request the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may 
together examine into the merits of the case and decide it equitably. 

Taken alone, I do not deny that this clause might be con- 
strued into an arrangement for a joint tribunal for the settle- 
ment of disputes in cases where British subjects are defendauts 
and Chinese plaintiffs. But we have to take the clause in con- 
junction with those that precede, and which fully recognise that 
exterritoriality has been conceded. It is also to be remembered 
that at the time the treaty was signed a debt was quasi criminal, 
inasmuch as it subjected the person to imprisonment, and in 
face of this fact and of the preceding clauses, we are justified in 
endeavouring to find a construction of the clause which will not 
militate against the general principle of exterritoriality, which it 
was the ob eiots intention in the treaty of the Chinese to concede, 
and which is specifically granted in the 15th and 16th clauses. 
It seems to me that the utmost that can be considered to be the 
meaning of this 17th clause, is that the Consul is, in an ordinary 
way, to hear and decide the case; and that only in the event of a 
Chinaman feeling that such decision grossly deviates from the 
administration of justice, “equitably and impartially,” can he 


call upon his own authorities to use their influence to induce the | 


Consul to reconsider it. This is giving to the Chinese a security 
that in no case would there be any gross departure from general 
principles of justice; while, on the other hand, it secures the Con- 
sul from being called upon to regard any representations from 
the Chinese authorities except in extreme cases—such cases, in 
fact, as are very little likely to occur, and further, this construc- 
tion is in accordance with the practice which has hitherto ex- 
isted, and appears to me the only one which is consistent with 
the exterritorial provisions of the treaty as a whole, and likely 
to obtain any just settlement of commercial claims which Chinese 
may bring against British subjects,—I am, Sir, your obedient 
servant, ONE WHO HAS STUDIED THE TREATY.

The following conditions have been finally agreed to between 
importers and dealers. It will be observed that these terms 
apply only to weighed teas. For sale of unweighed teas terms 
roust be for the present specially agreed on in each case. It is 
pene that on the arrival of the new teas this question will 

ave a speedy solution. 


ConDITIONS OF SALE. 

1. The highest bidder to be the purchaser, and any dispute that may 
arise to be settled by the selling broker. 

2. Brokers must declare in writing their principals (to be approved . 
by the selling brokers) within two days after the purchase, or be held 
responsible ; and those who may execute orders at this sale for parties 
not resident in London shall produce a known agent here, who shall 
undertake to complete the contract, in failure of which the broker so 
buying shall be held responsible ; and if any broker shall purchase for 
any person or persons under age, he shall be held responsible. In the 
case of teas sold for cash, the buying broker to be held responsible. 


3. Every person who shall be declared the highest bidder shall pay 
to the selling broker the following deposit, viz.: £1 per chest, £4 per 
lot of half-chests, and £2 per lot of small boxes, on all descriptions, ex- 
cepting Imperial and Gunpowder, and on them £1 deposit per chest 
and half-chest, and £4 per lot of small boxes, at the time of sale, if de- 
manded, or on the Saturday following the day of sale, or on the delivery 
of the weight notes ; the remainder of the purchase-money to be paid 
on or before the nearest Friday occurring after the expiration of three 
calendar months from the date of contract. Interest at the rate of £5 
per cent. per annum will be allowed on payment of the deposit, and 
on the remainder from the day of payment tothe prompt day. The 
tea to be taken by the buyers at the customs weight, and to be de- 
livered in bond, with customs tare. Draught as usual. 

4, The weight notes to be ready for delivery within seven working 
days from the date of sale, or the buyer to have the option of refusing 
to accept such lot or Jots for which he cannot obtain the weight notes, 
upon giving a declaration to that effect to the selling broker at the ex- 
piration of the seven working days. Missing packages, if not more 
than 5 per cent., are exempted from this condition, and are to be taken 
by the buyer at the original price and prompt if tendered within four- 
teen working days from date of contract. 

5. No allowance will be made on account of any damage, rubbish 
false package, or unequal goodness, found or alleged to be found, after 
the goods have been taken from the warchouses. 

6. All teas sold at this sale to be at the risk of the sellers until the 
prompt day, unless paid for previously ; but only to the extent of 
market value. Inthe event of non-delivery by loss from fire, the 
contract for such portion to be void, and the deposit paid to be re- 
turned. Rent to commence from the prompt day. 


7. Lot money to the selling broker as usual. 


8. If any buyer shall fail to comply with the above conditions, the 
vendors shall be at liberty to resell the teas, either by public or private 
sale ; the deficiency, if any, with intersst of money, from th? prompt 
day —warehouse rent, and all other charges and dam ges of every kind, 
to be chargeable to such defaulter, and ba recoverable agiinst him at 
law. 
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THE WESTERN CHINA EXPEDITION. 


(“‘ TLMES ” CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ranaoon, Manca 7. 

The Western China Expedition, under Colonel Horace Browne, 
which left Rangoon on the 12th of December last, was to proceed, rid 
Bhamo and Talifoo, to Peking, The party consisted of Colonel Browne, 
Dr. Anderson, Mr. Elias, and fifty Sikhs armed with Sniders. They 
arrived at Mandalay and were received by the King of Burmah with 
his usual courtesy. They arrived at Bhamo on the 15th of January, 
having been delayed by their steamer running aground between Man- 
dalay and that place. Carriage was engaged for them to proceed on- 
wards to Momein, and the Burmese Government had arranged that 
they should go by the Bhamo route, or, as the Burmese call it, the 
upper route. The Governor of Bhamo had been furnished with orders 
to assist them, but by some misunderstanding, Mr. Elias, who had pre- 
ceded the party, engaged 150 Kakhyen men, who undertook to take 
them through the lower route. This latter route was said to be less 
hilly than the upper route, but much longer. These Kakhyens, how- 
ever, behaved so badly at Sawaddy in drilling holes in the baggage 
and looting, wherever and whenever they could get a chance, 
that after eight days’ stoppage Col. Browne determined totry the 
upperroute. Their behaviour is generally attributed to the prompting 
of the Burmese, who appeared determined that the expedition should 
go the way their Government had arranged and no other. Whether 
this impression be correct or not there is nodoubt that the Burmese 
were actually desirous of the party proceeding by the route they ulti- 
mately took. According to the accounts received these Kakhyens are 
@ villainous dirty race, who range over the debatable ground between 
China and Burmah, and until they are brought more under control they 
will continue to be a source of annoyance to traders on this route. 
However, Colonel Browne seems to have got rid of them and to have 
pursued the upper route while Mr. Elias started with Captain 
Cooke, the Political Agent at Bhamo, on the Southern route. 
Nothing more was heard of the party on the upper route until a 
pencilled note was received from Browne, stating that upon his 
arrival near Manwyne, about four marches north-east of Bhamo, some 
hostile demonstrations were made by the townspeople, and Mr. Margary 
with five Chinese went into the town to reconnoitre. He was imme- 
diately set upon and barbarously murdered with his men. Colonel 
Browne had remained a little distance outside the town, with the Sikhs, 
but his party was attacked by large bodies of Chinamen and Shans, and 
they were compelled to resort to their Sniders in self-defence, Several 
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Sikhs were wounded and seven Chinamen were killed and a large num- 
ber wounded before the attacking party could be driven off. Colonel 
Browne then retired, and has since arrived at Sek-Kam, near Bhamo. 
Great regret is felt for the fate of poor Margary. He belonged to 
the Shanghai Consulate, and unaided except by a passport from 
the Peking Government, and with but one immense and uncouth- 
looking Chinaman in green spectacles with him, he proceeded from 
Shanghai to Bhamo, where he arrived one evening, without shoes or 
stockings, at the camp fires of Colonel Browne's party. He joined 
them full of confidence in the success of his mission, and quite enrap- 
tured with the treatment he had received from all classes of people 
during his journey. According to him they seemed to think his 
travelling wes a kind of joke, and it is a singular coincidence that he 
mentioned this town of Manwyne, where he was murdered, as one of 
those in which but a few days before he had been so well treated. 
Made confident by his former experience he entered the town a second 
time, saying he would discover and explain away any misunder- 
standing that appeared to have arisen, and so met his death— 
another victim to the cause of civilisation. It is hardly possible to con- 
ceive that the Chinese Government has in any way been implicated in 
this, although there is no doubt that a Chinese Embassy, lately sent to 
Mandalay, rated the King of Burmah soundly for not paying his de- 
cennial tribute to the Emperor of China, and also for allowing “ foreign 
devils’ to enter the Chinese territory by his dominions. It is pre- 
mature to arrive at any conclusion until further advices throw more 
light on the matter. It is to be remembered that the town in which 
this happened has but lately been on the confines of the area of the 
great struggle between the Panthays and the Chinese, and years of war 
naturally beget lawlessness and contempt for human life. It may have 
been merely a local emeute, but some time may elapse before a solution 
is found to what appears at present a mystery. 

The Chinese General at Tonwine, on the southern route, refused to 
let Mr. Elias proceed, and, in consequence, he also has returned to 
Bhkamo, whither Captain Cooke had already preceded him. Public 
opinion here appears favourable to the Expedition still proceeding, and 

e orders of Government on the subject are anxiously awaited, but in 
all probability nothing more can be done this year in consequence of 
the lateness of the season. 


Monetary avd Commercial, 


The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China have declared a dividend at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum for the half-year ended 31st December last, 
which, with 4 per cent. paid in October last, makes 6 per cent.

with the East, dissatisfied with the action of local insurance companies 
at ports to which thoy trade, in refusing “equal risks at equal rates,” 
are forming a powerful company for the cover of cargo homewards, 
their agents to issue policies along with bills of lading. Cost of manage- 
ment will thus be saved. Existing companies can only blame them- 
selves if their business is seriously interfered with. The good should 
not be made to pay for the bad, and this principle is now acted upon 
by nearly all the home offices. 
We are unable to verify our contemporary’s vague announcement 
of a new organisation to secure the homeward insurances, which 
we have already shown to be covered at very inadequate rates. 
Merchants, as a rule, much prefer the policies of an established 
company, in which they may be interested, and on which they 
can rely, to the security of such owners as complain that their 
vessels are not placed on equal terms with their more fortunate 
competitors. The local companies in China as well as the Lon- 
don offices are giving increased facilities for insurance by the 
best managed limes of steamers. 
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The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for the 
month of March, 1875, amounted to £33,285, and to £31,899 
in the corresponding period of 1874. The Eastern Extension, 
Australasia, and China Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for. 
the month amounted to £18,730, and to £19,530 for the 
corresponding period of 1874. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for 
the month of March were—this year, f.362,145; last year, 
f.364,579. The total receipts from January 1 to March 31 were 
—this year, f.884,312 ; last year, f.982,251. 

During the week ending the 3rd inst. there were delivered 
from the bonded warehouses in London 3,014,957 lbs. tea, of 
which 1,696,862 lbs. were for home consumption, 639,152 lbs. 
were sent coastwise, 514,468 lbs. were exported, 160,975 lbs. were 
removed coastwise for shipment, and 3,500 lbs. were taken for 
ships’ stores. The duty paid amounted to £42,422, being an 
increase of £4,744 compared with the previous week. In the 
month of March the total quantity withdrawn from the bonded 
stores for all purposes was 13,840,475 lbs., exceeding the total of 
February by 821,969 lbs., and the duty received was £202,298, 
or £1,120 less than in February, in which, however, an excep- 
tionally high total was reached. 

Messrs. Chalmers, Mackintosh, and Co., of Shanghai, notify 
that they will, through their agents — Messrs. Daley and 
Symons, of Philpot-lane—supply the public with teas in the 
original packages by direct shipments from China. 

Messrs. Westall, Galton and Co., Foochow, have accepted the 
agency of the Universal Marine Insurance Company. 

The amount of bullion per P. and O. steamer Mongolia, from 
Southampton on the 8th inst., was—in gold, to Galle, £200; in 
silver, to Shanghai, £113,065. 

Lower quotations of exchange from India have tended to 
weaken the market for Bar Silver, and the price has declined to 
57 3-16d. Mexican Dollars have been sold for transmission to 
China at 564d. per oz., showing a rise of $d. per oz. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for March have been issued, and 
show a further decline in our export trade, but it must be re- 
membered that, owing to the Easter holidays, the month was 
somewhat broken up as regards general business. The total 
value of the exports was £18,606,223, against £20,100,814 at 
the corresponding month of last year, or a decrease of 7} per 
cent., while the total value of our imports was £30,920,747, 
against £29,748,844 last year, or an increase of 4 per cent. The 
imports for the first quarter of the current year were £89,221,940, 
or a decrease of $3,152,464, compared with the corresponding 
period of 1874, but an increase of £4,365,102 compared with 
the same months of 1873. The exports for the quarter were 
' £53,060,239, being a decrease of £4,741,845, as against the cor- 
responding three months of 1874, and £9,316,127 as against 
the same period of 1873. Among the exports there is a decrease 
of 14) per cent. in the quantity of iron and steel, while the di- 
minution in value is as much as 244 percent. Coal, fuel, &., 
has also fallen off in quantity 21 per cent. ; but the decrease in 
' value is more important, amounting to 42 per cent. In cotton 

yarn there is a decrease of 6 per cent. in quantity and 154 per 

cent, in value ; cotton piece goods show no change in quantity, 
' but there is a decrease of 3 per cent. in value; there is a decrease 
| of 15 per cent. in the quantity of linen yarn, and 1 percent. in 

value ; no change in the quantity of linen piece goods, but a de- 
| crease of 7 per cent. in value ; a decrease of 3 per cent. in the 
quantity of woollen yarn, but an increase of 1 percent. in value; an 
increase of 10 per cent. in the quantity of woollen cloths, and 
of 15 per cent. in value ; an increase of 34 per cent. in the quan- 
tity of worsted stuffs, but no change in value. In the imports 
corn shows a decrease of 444 per cent.; raw cotton has increased 
44 per cent. in quantity, and 38 per cent. in value; flax de- 
creased 30 per cent. in quantity, and 27 per cent. in value ; raw 
silk increased 174 per cent. in quantity, but decreased 14 per cent. 
in value ; wool decreased 30 per cent. in quantity, and 24 per cent. 
in value ; tea shows the large increase of 66 per cent. in quantity, 
and 62 per cent. in value ; but coffee has decreased 21 per cent. 
in quantity, and 34 per cent. in value. The home consumption 
of tea amounted to 11,006,108 pounds, being an increase of 31 
per cent.; and that of coffee to 22,710 pounds, or an increase of 
37 per cent.

TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular says :—The dispute between 
the importers and dealers, as to conditions of sale, having been ar- 
ranged, business has been resumed in our market. The quantity offered 
during the week has been considerable, and a fair amount of business 
has resulted, at prices which in most instances show but little alteration 
since the beginning of March. Since the Ist instant 19,358 packages 
have been printed and sold without reserve, a large proportion being 
Green Teas and Scented Teas. The stock in the United Kingdom on 
the 31st ultimo was estimated at 93,432,000 lbs., against 93,183,000 lbs. 
last year, and the quantity afloat (advices by letter) at 4,898,000 Ibs., 
against 4,102,000 lbs. of China Tea, and 2,563,000 lbs. against 
1,860,000 lbs. of Indian Tea. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have been in fair request at full 
prices. Broken-leaf kinds were at one time lower, but have lately 
sold rather better. Fair to good common have been saleable from 
10d. to 1s. per lb., the latter for parcels free from dust. Fair Kaisow 
kinds have been dull of sale from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 3d.; good from 1s, 4d. 
to ls. 6d., and fine from 1s. 7d. to 1s. 8d. have been wanted. Finest 
meet only with a limited demand. Pak Lin kinds show no change, 
fine being rather in request. Black-leaf kinds: Common have de- 
clined 4d. per lb., but have since recovered to former rates. Fair 
medium kinds show rather easier prices, as also the lower grades of 
good medium, from Is. 3d. to 1s. 4d., with the exception of Onfa kinds; 
good and fine remain steady; in finest but little has been dune. 
Oolongs show no material alteration, but the demand is limited.

ree sellers. Canton Orange Pekoes have been steady, good selling at 

auction from Is, 4d. to 1s. 64d. per lb. Foo Chow Capers show no 
improvement. Orange Pekoes have been only in limited demand at 
rather low prices. Green Teas: The market for all but the finest 
lines of Hysons, Young Hyson, and Gunpowder of Moyune continue 
depressed. The chief sales continue to be made at public auction, 
prices for common to good kinds ruling very irregularly. Imperials 
and common to good Hysons selling at very low rate 


SILK. 

There is a little more inquiry for Tsatlees—chiefly for No. 5 at 
12s. 6d.—and some little business has been doing this week ; in Japans, 
also, there have been a few sales, but at low prices. Cantons are 
quieter. Deliveries continue about the same as usual, and are fairly 
good, being from the 7th inst. :—China, 783 bales; Canton, 140;

and wheelhouse. 

The Ernestine, Jollie, from Sunderland for Macassar, which was re- 
ported ashore on Hashorough Sand, arrived at Nieuwe Diep on the 2nd 
inst. for repairs. 

Sr. HeLena, Marca 13.—The Sea Belle (barq.), Goggin, from Batavia 
for New York, put in here Feb. 24, to stop a leak, after which she pro- 
ceeded ;the Golden Age, Quick, from Moulmein, for Falmouth, which 
arrived here March 2, reports having experienced a cyclone, lasting 
twelve hours, Jan. 31, in lat. 28 S., long. 58 E., when the vessel was 
struck by a heavy sea, and lost sails, bulwarks, &c. 

AMSTERDAM, APRIL 5.-—The Courier, from Foochow for this port, 
struck the ground before entering Nieuwe Diep yesterday.

THE LOSS OF THE “HONG KONG.” 


The following is the report of Capt. W. G. Comley, of the steamer 
Hong Kong, upon the loss of that vessel on the 21st February :—Left 
London on Jan. 23 for Penang, &c., and all went well, landing a pas- 
senger at Port Said on Feb. 10, passing through the Straits of Perim 
on the 18th. At3a.m.on the 20th Aden Light bore N. (true). At 
11.30 p.m. on Feb. 21 the master left instructions with the officer of 
the watch to call him at 3 a.m.,as he expected at that time to be 
making the Island of Abd-al-Kuri. On Monday, the 22nd, at 3 a.at., 
weather fine and clear, wind N.E., a light breeze, I was called by the 
officer of the watch, and informed that nothing was in sight. I gave 
orders for a sharp look-out to be kept, and to be instantly called when 
the island was sighted. The vessel was at this time steering E. by S. 
(truc), speed nine knots. On the 21st good observations for latitude 
had been taken at noon, and good morning sights for longitude on the 
same day. The patent log was constantly used. At 4 a.m. the 
second officer reported the Island of Abd-al-Kuri in sight, on the 
starboard bow. I immediately went on the bridge, and observed the 
island about one point on the starboard bow, about fifteen miles dis- 
tant. I immediately altered the course to S.E. by S. (true), bringing 
the island open on the port bow. No sail wasset. At about 4.50 a.m., 
as the vessel neared the island, I deemed it advisable to give 
the island a wider berth, and altered the course to S. by E., bringing 
the extreme point of the land broad on the port bow, and about seven 
miles distant, the vessel still going about nine knots. At about 5.5 A.M. 
the western points of the island were about abeam and four to five 
miles distant, when the look-out on the forecastle, reported “ Still 
water,’ and simultaneously I felt the vessel graze over what I con- 
sidered to be asunken reef. The shock was not more than would have 
been caused by a cable running out of the hawse-hole. The vessel con- 
tinued on. I went on the forecastle, and then observed that the vessel 
was settling down. The pumps were sounded, and I instantly gave 
orders to lower the boats, to stop the engines, and the safety-valves to 
be opened, which was all promptly and orderly done. There was 
no confusion, and in four minutes the two cutters and the dingy 
were in the water, and the port quarter-boat lowered to the water's 
edge on the tackles, the third officer being told off to keep this 
boat for use of passengers. This being in progress I rushed 
below and aroused Mrs. Walton and her five children ; the 
other three male passengers were dressing themselves. The steward 
and cuddy servant helped to dress the children, and deponent 
urged Mrs. Walton to dress quickly and come on deck. The moment 
she came on deck I put onearm round her waist and slid with her 
down the after-tackle of the port quarter-boat, and placed her in the 
stern-sheets, she being scarcely conscious. I was returning to the deck 
to assist the children when I met Mr. Sonne (passenger) with Mrs. Wal- 
ton’s youngest child in his arms. He slid down the after-tackle with 
the child. I was in the act of climbing the foremost fall when the ves- 

















sel sank, taking me down with her. I came to tha surface twice, and 
the second time succeeded in catching hold of a piece of wreck, from 
which I was picked up by the chief engineer in thedingy. I observed 
the two cutters with people inthem. Called the three boats together, 
and ascertained that the port quarter-boat and twelve people were miss- 
ing—viz., Mrs. Walton and her five children; F. Murphy, chief officer; 
W. Smith, fourth engineer ; James Tagg, butcher ; C. Stockting, cook; E. 
Pethuan, steward; and W. Phelps, third steward. The boats pulled about 
the spot where the vessel sank for three-quarters of an hour, but nothing 
was seen. The sea was smooth, and it was broad daylight. At seven 
A.M.the boats pulled tothe adjacent Island of Kal Farnu, where the crew 
landed. The two cutters were well provided with oars, and each had 
a breaker full of water. One boat had been provided with sails, but 
they were thrown out or lost in clearing the ship. A quantity of 
boobies were secured from the island. The survivors (thirty-seven in 
number) were divided between the two cutters, the dingy being aban- 
doned. I took charge of one cutter, with seventeen hands ; the second 
mate taking charge of the other cutter, with eighteen hands. After 
consultation, and considering the difficulties of the monsoon as regards 
reaching Socotra, and the treatment likely to be met at Guardafui, 
it was decided to pull back to Aden, a distance of 420 miles. The 
boats left theisland at 1 p.m. on the 22nd, the course being set by the 
sun and stars. The boats kept together until dark, when the other 
cutter was lost sight of. The only provisions were the share of the 
boobies knocked down on the island, and a breaker with about eight 
gallons of water. At noon on the 24th a steamer passed about three 
niles distant. At daylight onthe 25th, four days after leaving the 
island, land was sighted, and the crew landed at Gillah, on the coast 
of Arabia, about 180 miles east of Aden. Procured some water, dates, 
and a smalljshark, and in about half an hour resumed their voyage, and 
reached Aden at 1.30 P.st. on Saturday, the 27th, after a pull of five 
days and six hours, under a burning sun, on an allowance of about a 
wine-glass of water every eight hours to each man. During the whole 
of this time all hands behaved with perfect discipline and order, my 
directions being all the time obeyed with perfect readiness and without 
hesitation. I was informed at Aden that the other cutter had been 
picked up on the 24th by the Tiara (a.), and landed at Aden in safety. 





Trrat Tre.—The Merapi (s.), 455°79 tons, built by Messrs. Caird 
and Co., for the Netherlands-India Steam Navigation Company to the 
order of Messrs. Gray, Dawes, and Co., of London, had her trial on 2nd 
inst. This steamer is 175 feet long, 25 feet breadth of beam, and 12 
feet depth of hold, and is fitted with direct acting inverted cylinder 
compound engines of 100-horse power nominal by the builders. The 
trial was on the measured mile, and two runs between Cloch and Cum- 
brae Lights ; she attained a speed of over eleven knots on a consump- 
tion of coal equal to nine tons per day. She will be commanded by 
Captain Zimermann. The Merapi is classed 100 A 1 at Lloyd's, and 
has been built in accordance with Dutch Board of Trade Regulations. 
She is fitted with an awning deck for the protection of deck passengers. 
The saloons are handsomely fitted for first and second-class passengers. 
The vessel is steered from a forward bridge, as well as by means of 
screw gear aft. She will proceed from the Clyde for Batavia, for em- 
ployment in the mail and coasting service. 


THe “PyaH PeKuet.”—We understand that the owners of this 
steamer have refused to comply with the demands of the Board of 
Trade to lodge £50 towards defraying the expenses connected with the 
second survey, &c., made on this vessel by the Board of Trade survey- 
ors, and other costs connected with the inquiry, which lately sat at 
Greenock. In the meantime the owners have petitioned the Board of 
Trade to be released from lodging this sum; and should the Board 
decline, the whole question will probably come before the law courts 
for decision.
